Tho death toll resulting from the 
attack on and defense of A ntw erp 
has not been compiled and probably 
the full details never will be know n; 
but all accounts describe it as be­ 
ing terribly heavy.

lives in crossing the rivers and can als 
and in driving out Hie defenders,

The stubbornness of the B elgians 
and of those who went Ho their 
assistance cost them dearly also, so 
J that both sides will have long ca s­ 
ualty lists.

Cathedral N ot Badly Damaged. 
The Antwerp railway stations also 
mado m arks for the shells from the 
big guns, bat according to som e of 
those who have reached bere, th e 
cathedral, w hich is on the other am 
of the city nearer to Sheldt, while 
struck, w as not badly damaged. T he 
inmates of th e hospitals and other 
institutions were removed on T h urs­ 
day or earlier so that they w ere 
well out of the way (before

Is as to tho effect upon tho general 
campaign of the German occupation 
of Antwerp.

the state departm ent today announc­ 
ed a decision relating to exports of 
cotton seed oil. 
The decision marks 
a distinct advance in the exemption 
of semi-contraband goods from seiz­ 
ure when carried in American bot­ 
toms.
